What do you call two men who assault and 
rob a 98-year-old widow in her own home? 


DETECTIVES have called on 
the public to help them catch 
two callous crooks who attacked 
and robbed a helpless 98-year-old 
widow in her own home. 

The sickening incident happened on 
Saturday afternoon when the pair bar¬ 
ged their way into the victim’s home in 
Rye Hill Road, Harlow. 

They called at the property between 
1.30-1.45pm. It is believed the frail pen¬ 
sioner opened the front door after mis¬ 
taking the pair for boiler repair men. 

Once inside, one of them pushed her 
to the floor and kept watch over her 
while his accomplice ransacked the 
house in search of items of value. They 
stole a small amount of cash and a gold 
ring holding great sentimental value as it 
belonged to the victim’s mother. 

The pair then walked back up Rye 
Hill Road in the direction of the 
Berecroft estate.

Although the woman did not sustain 
any physical injuries in the attack, police 
say the ordeal left her shaken and scared. 

Investigating officer PC Mick Orr 
told the Star : “This was a particularly 
nasty attack on a vulnerable lady in her 
own home. 

“I am keen to speak with anyone who 
may have been in the area at the time of 
the incident and who may have seen 
these men to contact me. 

“In particular I’d like to speak to a 
man wearing grey clothing who was 
seen riding a bicycle up Rye Hill Road at 
around 1.45pm as I believe he would 
have seen the two suspects.” 

The suspects are both described as 
white males in their late 20s or early 30s. 
One was unshaven, around 5ft 11 ins tall 


with short, messy black hair and wear¬ 
ing black clothing. The other had black 
hair, was wearing a yellow high visibili¬ 
ty jacket and may have had a silver ear¬ 
ring. 

The stolen ring is gold in colour and 
bears a distinctive lattice-style design of 
three intertwined figures of eight. 

PC Orr added: “I would urge anyone 
who is offered a ring matching the 
description to contact police as soon as 
possible. It used to belong to the victim’s 
mother and its loss has understandably 
made her very upset.”

THE father of Stuart Lubbock, 
the young man whose body was 
found floating in the swimming 
pool at the home of TV entertain¬ 
er Michael Barrymore, was rush¬ 
ed to hospital on the 10th anni¬ 
versary of his son’s death. 

Terry Lubbock (66) was found semi¬ 
conscious by paramedics at his home 
in Great Brays, Harlow, on Thursday 
after a friend raised the alarm. 

Police had to force entry to the 
property before ambulance crews 
could attend to Mr Lubbock, who has 
suffered several seizures in recent 
years. 

He was taken to Princess Alexandra 
Hospital where he remains in a stable 
condition. 

His collapse came just a day after he 


more, were arrested and questioned in 
June 2007 in relation to Stuart’s death, 
but no charges have ever been brought. 

Terry Lubbock has always main¬ 
tained the belief that his son was sexu¬ 
ally assaulted and murdered, blaming a 
series of police blunders for the failure 
to convict those responsible. 

In his interview with the Star last 
week he said: “It’s been 10 years now 
and I just can’t let go of it. This could 
be my best shot at finally finding out 
what happened to Stuart that night. 

“By appealing on the 10th anniver¬ 
sary, hopefully someone somewhere 
will come forward with the informa¬ 
tion necessary for a conviction. 

He added: “My job is to keep going 
until somebody is finally tried in court 
for the murder of my son and I can 
finally have some peace of mind.”

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MP faces university's wrath 
over 'blood money' claims 


HARLOW MP Rob Halfon has been 
threatened with legal action after criticis¬ 
ing a university for accepting funds from 
the regime of Libyan dictator Colonel 
Gaddafi. 

The Conservative backbencher has 
embarked on a one-man crusade to expose 
UK institutions in receipt of what he calls 
“blood money” from North African and 
Middle Eastern dictatorships. 

Last month he submitted more than 100 
Freedom of Information requests to 
British universities asking them to detail 
all the funding they had received from the 
region. 

He has also tabled two Early Day 
Motions in the House of Commons calling 
on the Government to establish stricter 
guidelines on donations to UK universities 
and to outlaw contributions from dictator¬ 
ships with poor human rights records. 


But now one of the targets for his criti¬ 
cism - Liverpool John Moores University 
- has hit back, warning Mr Halfon it may 
seek damages and a public apology over 
comments made on his blog condemning 
the university’s links with Libya. 

The university claims its activities were 
“delivered transparently” with the full 
backing of both the Foreign Office and the 
British Council. 

But speaking to the Star this week, Mr 
Halfon remained resolute. 

“Universities should think very careful¬ 
ly about who they accept money from,” he 
said. 

“I believe that those who have signed 
lucrative deals with countries like Libya - 
a totalitarian regime that murdered British 
citizens with the Lockerbie bombing and 
supported the IRA - have got a lot to 
answer for.”

triumphant Florence Ginn - 
then aged 70 - in her ‘It’s A

Margaret (68), who now lives in 
Sawbridgeworth, said she was really 
excited to see the picture of her 
mum. 

“I was with her at Netteswell 
School on that night,” she 
explained. “It was an Easter bonnet 
competition but Mum decided to 
create an It’s A Knockout hat as the 
programme was coming to Harlow 
soon. 

“The organisers on the night were 
so pleased with her hat that they got 
in touch with the BBC and they, in 
turn, sent Mum two guest tickets 
for It's A Knockout at the Harlow 
Sportscentre! 

“Mum and Dad had seven children, 
six of whom lived in Harlow at the 
time. We now have a huge family 
scattered all over Harlow and the 
rest of the country.” 

Peter (75), who lives near Staple 
Tye, Harlow, said: “This photo 
caused an enormous amount of 
interest among the family, It got us 
reminiscing and sharing thoughts of 
the old days, not to mention her 
grandchildren and great 
grandchildren learning part of their 
own life history as a result of this 
photo!” 

He added: “Coincidentally, my 



father celebrated his birthday on 
March 24 [the date of publication ]. 

I was thinking of him on that day 
and then I opened the Star and saw 
my mother’s smile.” 

As for the infamous hat, according 
Tom (71), of Collins Meadow, it 
ended up on display in Harlow 
Museum. 

“It was on display for some time,” 
he said. “Whether it is still there, 
we do not know. 

“It really was wonderful to see my 
mother in the paper; it was like she 
had been reborn. She really was a 
much-loved woman.” 

Sadly Mr and Mrs Ginn are now 
deceased, but as the parents of 
seven children, grandparents to over 
50 and great-grandparents to 
dozens more, they have certainly 
left a growing legacy.

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Pensioners march on Civic Centre to hand in toilets petition 



FURIOUS pensioners took 
their campaign to save some 
of Harlow’s public toilets 
from closure to the Civic 
Centre on Friday where they 
handed over a 700-name peti¬ 
tion. 

Members of the Harlow 
Pensioners Action Association 
met outside St Paul’s Church 
in College Square before 
marching to Harlow Council’s 
headquarters in the Water 
Gardens. 

As reported in last week’s 
Star, the group have criticised 
the cash-strapped authority’s 
plans to close toilets at The 
Stow, Bush Fair and Town 
Park in a bid to save more than 
£140,000 a year. 


Association chairman Les 
Coben said: “We’re not will¬ 
ing to let the council get away 
with this without a fight. 

“The closure of these toilets 
will have a devastating impact 
on those who rely on them. 
The council either hasn’t con¬ 
sidered their needs properly or 
simply doesn’t care. 

“We would say to residents 
who feel as strongly about this 
issue as we do to show exact¬ 
ly how they feel at the ballot 
box on May 5. That should get 
the message across.” 

According to a Harlow 
Council spokesman, the group 
will be invited to present their 
petition at the next full coun¬ 
cil meeting in July.

A HOSPITAL doctor issued with a 
warning about his performance fol¬ 
lowing a complaint from a woman 
whose baby was stillborn has launched 
a High Court battle to clear his name. 

Ahmed Kamel, (63), of Gladwin Way, 
Harlow, was working at Colchester General 
Hospital in 2009 when the baby girl was bom 
prematurely. 

The mother claimed the stillbirth was due 
to hospital errors and in February of last year 
the General Medical Council gave Dr Kamel 
a warning which will stay on his record for 
five years. 

But Dr Kamel insisted he did nothing 
wrong and did not deserve the warning. He 
has now won the right to mount a High Court 
challenge to the GMC’s decision. 

At a preliminary hearing held last 
Wednesday, the court heard the pregnant 
woman, identified only as ‘C’, was taken to 
the hospital’s maternity ward six weeks

before she was due to give birth as she was 
considered a “high risk” patient. 

The court was told Dr Kamel, who trained 
in Egypt, was one of the first doctors to treat 
her but left to help elsewhere on the ward. 

The GMC committee investigation con¬ 
cluded: “When you [Dr Kamel] reviewed her, 
you did not arrange for an urgent caesarean 
section, you did not take relevant steps or 
expedite her case and you did not inform sen¬ 
ior staff. As a result a delay occurred. The 
child was later stillborn. 

“This performance does not meet with the 
standards required by a doctor. It risks bring¬ 
ing the profession into disrepute and must not 
be repeated.” 

But Mary O’Rourke, representing Dr 
Kamel, said he was in no way to blame for 
what happened because he had already hand¬ 


ed over care of the patient to another doctor. 

She said the GMC should have investigat¬ 
ed the matter further, claiming that Dr Kamel 
had been given no adequate opportunity to 
defend himself. 

She added that the warning was “ruinous” 
to the doctor’s career and had dented his 
ambition of becoming a consultant. 

Ivan Hare, appearing for the GMC, told the 
judge the committee’s findings were reason¬ 
able and it was entitled to issue the warning. 

Judge Peter Thornton granted Dr Kamel 
the right to a full High Court hearing at which 
a senior judge will decide whether the warn¬ 
ing was unlawful or unreasonable. 

He said: “It is not for this court, on a per¬ 
mission application, to wade into these factu¬ 
al niceties. 

“Suffice it for me to conclude that there is 
the basis of an entitlement to judicial review, 
which at the very least should be examined at 
a full hearing.” 


Two more prosecutions 
as council continues to 
target noisy neighbours 


TWO noisy neighbours 
have been fined after being 
taken to court by Harlow 
Council. 

Ayshea Eve (40), of 
Pittmans Field, admitted one 
offence of breaching an 
abatement notice served 
under the Environmental 
Protection Act following 
complaints from neighbours 
about persistent noise nui¬ 
sance. 

Environmental health 
staff who visited her house 
heard music at “intolerable” 
levels and shouting, the 
court was told. 

Magistrates fined her 
£350 for breaching of the 
notice and ordered her to 
pay £588.42 in costs. 

Julie Jones (59), of Milw- 
ards, also admitted breach¬ 
ing an abatement notice 
first served in October 2010 
following complaints about 
loud music, shouting and 
bad language. 

The court was told coun¬ 
cil officers returned to the 
property and heard shouting 


and bad language at high 
levels. 

Jones was fined £50 and 
ordered to pay £100 costs. 

Graeme Bloomer, Har¬ 
low Council’s head of regu¬ 
lation, said: “These aren’t 
the kind of court convic¬ 
tions that make headline 
news but noisy neighbours 
can make life a real misery 
for those around them. 

“What these fines show 
is that those who believe 
they can ignore requests to 
behave properly will be 
taken before the courts. 

“Harlow residents are 
entitled to enjoy their prop¬ 
erties in peace and quiet 
and the council will act to 
protect that right.” 

Back in February a 53- 
year-old man had his music 
equipment confiscated after 
neighbours complained to 
the council that he was 
playing hits by the 1970s 
glam rock band Slade at 
“deafening levels” in his 
first floor flat in Parsonage 
Leys, Harlow.

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'Hamburger' is no 
traffic jambuster 

SIR, So motorists using the A414 
in Harlow should enjoy reduced 
congestion and improved journey 
times with the opening of the 
new A414/Southern Way 
‘hamburger’ junction (Star, 
March 18).

A GRATEFUL dad is 
planning to cycle from 
one end of the country to 
the other in just 10 days 
to raise money for the 
baby care unit that saved 
his daughter’s life.

Government sets new target 
to encourage smokers to guit 


T HE Government has set out a Tobacco 
Control Plan for England, focusing in 
particular on the action that will be taken 
over the next five years to drive down the 
prevalence of smoking and to support 
comprehensive tobacco control in local 
areas. 

It includes commitments to: 

0 implement legislation to end tobacco displays in 
shops; 

0 look at whether the plain packaging of tobacco 
products could be an effective way to reduce the 
number of young people who take up smoking and 
to support adult smokers who want to quit, and 
consult on options by the end of the year; 

0 continue to defend tobacco legislation against 
legal challenges by the tobacco industry, including 
legislation to stop tobacco sales from vending 
machines from October 2011; 

0 continue to follow a policy of using tax to 
maintain the high price of tobacco products at levels 
that impact on smoking prevalence; 

0 promote effective local enforcement of tobacco 
legislation, particularly on the age of sale of 
tobacco; 

0 encourage more smokers to quit by using the 
most effective forms of support, through local stop 
smoking services; 



0 publish a three-year marketing strategy for 
tobacco control. 

The plan is to reduce smoking rates faster over the 
next few years than has previously been achieved. It 
sets out a national target to reduce the prevalence of 
adults smoking in England to 18.5 per cent or less 
by 2015.

Don't ignore the early symptoms of 
prostate cancer - get them checked 


P ROSTATE cancer is the most common 
cancer in men in the UK. 

Around 37,000 men are diagnosed with 
prostate cancer every year and 250,000 
men are currently living with the disease. 
Prostate cancer can grow slowly or very 
quickly. Most prostate cancer is slow- 
growing to start with and may never cause 
any problems or symptoms in a man’s 
lifetime. 

However, some men will have cancer that 
is more aggressive or high risk. This needs 
treatment to help prevent or delay it 
spreading outside the prostate gland. 

If a man does have symptoms such as 
problems passing urine, they may be mild 
and happen over many years. 

For some men the first noticeable 
symptoms are from prostate cancer which 
has spread to their bones. If this happens, 
you may notice pain in your back, hips or 


pelvis that was not there before. 

These symptoms could be caused by other 
problems such as general aches and pains 
or arthritis, but it is still a good idea to get 
them checked out by your GP if you are 
worried. 

There are a number of different treatments 
for prostate cancer. The treatment options 
will depend on whether the cancer is 
contained within the prostate gland 
(localised), has spread just outside of the 
prostate (locally advanced) or has spread 
to other parts of the body (advanced). 
There is no overall best treatment and each 
treatment has its own advantages and 
disadvantages. You may find it helpful to 
get support, information and advice before 
choosing a treatment.

Jail reprieve for man 
guilty of sex assaults

A MAN convicted of two sexual assaults 
on a woman has been spared jail. 

James Lawson (21), of The Hoo, Old Harlow, 
was found guilty by a jury at Chelmsford Crown 
Court last month of two offences of assault by 
penetration. 

The case was adjourned to allow for the pre¬ 
paration of reports but the judge warned Lawson 
he could be sent to prison. 

However, when he returned to court on 
Monday for sentencing he was made the subject 
of a three-year community order during which 
he must keep away from a specified area and told 
to attend a sex offenders programme. 

He will also remain on the sex offenders reg¬ 
ister for five years. 

During the trial the court was told the offences 
were committed on July 11 last year when 
Lawson was living in a flat in Hatfield Heath. 

He took the victim, then aged 19, back to the 
flat where he started kissing her before sexually 
assaulting her. 

Lawson, who denied the offences, claimed he 
had been “fitted up” and that at the time of the 
incident he was at his mother’s home. 

Passing sentence, Judge Christopher Ball said 
he was taking an “extraordinary course” of 
action in order that Lawson could get profes¬ 
sional help to teach him that women were not 
objects to be used but people to form lasting 
relationships with. 

He added: “If you breach the requirements 
you’ll come back to court and go to prison.”

FORGET Wills and Kate, the 
wedding of the year takes place 
at Victoria Hall Theatre next 
week when local playwright 
Simon Mawdsley renews vows 
with the sparkling observational 
comedy that began his career.

CARLOS Saldanha, director of the 
phenomenally successful Ice Age 
films, ventures to sunnier climes 
for this joyous computer- 
animated romantic comedy. 

Set to intoxicating Brazilian rhythms 
and bursting with colour, Rio follows 
the same template as Ice Age, 
introducing us to a menagerie of 
wacky and neurotic critters whose 
fates rest in the balance. 

Slapstick comedy comes from a gang 
of larcenous monkeys, who pick the 
pockets of unsuspecting tourists, and 
a bulldog suffering from excessive 
saliva. 

Drool is cool as the mangy mutt and 
his chums prove that teamwork can 


overcome any obstacle and unite the 
entire feathered and furry cast for a 
song-and-dance number over the 
end credits. 

Blu (voiced by Jesse Eisenberg) is a 
domesticated blue macaw who lives 
in relative luxury in the sleepy 
community of Moose Lake, 
Minnesota. The bird doesn’t want for 
anything, his hot chocolate made to 
perfection with six mini 
marshmallows by his doting owner 
and best friend Linda (Leslie Mann). 
One day Brazilian conservationist 
Tulio (Rodrigo Santoro) arrives in 
Moose Lake to ask Linda to take Blu 
to Rio de Janeiro so the rare bird can 
mate with the only known female 
blue macaw, Jewel (Anne 
Hathaway). 

Eventually, Linda agrees and she and 
Blu head to South America, which is 


in the grip of carnival season. But no 
sooner has Blu met Jewel than the 
birds are kidnapped by greedy 
animal smugglers led by Marcel 
(Carlos Ponce). 

While Blu is a scaredy cat resigned to 
his fate, Jewel orchestrates a daring 
escape bid, evading the clutches of 
the smuggler’s feathered sidekick, a 
conniving cockatoo called Nigel 
(Jemaine Clement). 

However, since Blu is unable to fly, 
the macaws have limited escape 
options and as Nigel and the 
smugglers give chase, Blu and Jewel 
must rely on the help of a toucan 
called Rafael (George Lopez) and 
wise-cracking city birds Pedro 
(Will.i.am) and Nico (Jamie Foxx) to 
find their way back to Linda and 
Tulio. 

Rio treads a familiar and predictable 


path but does so in style, opening 
with a glorious aerial sequence 
through the Brazilian rainforests 
where birds soar and swoop in 
choreographed formations. 

Eisenberg has his character’s 
neuroses down pat, Hathaway is 
gleeful as the feisty heroine while 
Clement has a ball as the feathered 
fiend whose tongue-in-cheek 
dialogue is littered with puns and 
delightful alliterations. 

And while Don Rhymer peppers his 
script with a few one-liners for 
parents, Rio is aimed predominantly 
at a younger audience, keeping the 
first flutterings of romance off screen. 
The 3D format comes into its own in 
the set pieces including a hair-raising 
motorcycle ride through the 
backstreets of Rio and the climactic 
rescue during the carnival.

First up are the obligatory 
cosmetic changes. The car’s 
nose and tail have been 
tweaked slightly and there’s 
still the visual difference 
between SE/Elegance and 
Sport models, with the latter 
boasting a subtle AMG 
branded bodykit, AMG wheels 
and a lower ride height. 

Inside, there’s a new 
dashboard design, the car’s 
colour display screen is now 
fixed in the upper level of the 
fascia and the general 
impression is a welcome shift

to a simpler layout inspired in 
part by the CLS. 

Some things don’t change, 
though. The cabin ambience is 
as refined as ever, and the wide 
choice of trim, seat and 
instrument colour options - 
from wood to metal-like 
finishes - ensure that both 
young and old buyers are 
catered for. 

Mercedes hopes everyone will 
benefit from the car’s reduced 
running costs, in particular 
company car drivers opting for 
four-cylinder diesel variants. 
Bold claims are made that 
every new engine is both more 
powerful and more efficient 
than its predecessor. 

The petrol range starts with 
the 156bhp C180 and rises to a 
beefy 204bhp C250. On the 
diesel front there’s a 136bhp 
C200 CDI, a 170bhp C220 CDI 
and 204bhp C250 CDI. 


While all cars come with a six- 
speed manual gearbox as 
standard, there’s now the 
option of an improved seven- 
speed auto across the range. 
Another standard feature is 
the inclusion of engine stop- 
start technology across the 
range to further boost the car’s 
eco credentials. 

The end result is indeed a 
more frugal ownership 
experience. Taking the C220 
CDI for example, in manual 
gearbox trim the car posts an 
impressive 117g/km CO 2 rating 
and 64.2mpg on the combined 
cycle. 

The best news of all is the 
complete lack of compromise 
when behind the wheel. 
Historically, manual 
transmission Mercedes cars 
haven’t been that great, 
although recent years have 
seen this trend successfully 


reversed. 

The gearbox in the C220 CDI, 
like other variants, delivers a 
slick, accurate performance. 
Engine refinement is also first 
rate, while performance is 
more than you could ask for. A 
willing unit, the 2.1-litre, four- 
cylinder is quiet and 
responsive in equal measure. 
Ride comfort is also very good, 
with the C-Class offering a 
sensible balance of comfort 
and agility. Pitch and roll is 
minimal, while the Sport 
variant’s tuned suspension and 
bigger wheels don’t harm but 
rather enhance the experience 
if you’re an enthusiastic 
driver.

In summary, the car looks a 
little sharper from some angles 
but there’s still no mistaking 
what it is. The C-Class is a 
hugely significant model for 
Mercedes and customer loyalty 
is an important consideration. 
What you won’t fail to notice is 
improvements made inside and 
out of sight. From the car’s 
more polished cabin to the 
significant gains made in the 
driving experience and at the 
pump, the C-Class has 
successfully evolved in all the 
right areas.

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SKIPPER Leo Roget has admitted 
that if Harlow Town do NOT secure a 
play-off spot the team would have 
‘failed miserably’.
